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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-8, 10-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Shim et al. 
(US 6,640,1 13, hereinafter "Shim"). 

Regarding claims 1-8, 10-18, Shim discloses a mobile system (Figs. 4, 5) comprising: 
a mobile communications device (radiotelephone 41) having a first communications link 

for accessing a remote source of electronic data (Internet is accessed via antenna 45; col. 1, lines 

21-29; col. 3, lines 44-45); 

a data input interface (keypad 71; col. 3, lines 37-39; col. 4, lines 10-12); and 

a sidekick display which communicates with said mobile communications device via a 

second communications link (display 51 communicates with radiotelephone 41 via a wireless 

Bluetooth communication link; col. 3, lines 45-57); 

wherein said mobile communications device functions as the central data processor 

(radiotelephone includes a control processor 73; col. 4, lines 11-14). 

Regarding claims 6, 14, display 51 is touch sensitive LCD display (col. 3, lines 41-43; 

col. 2, lines 39-42). 
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Regarding claim 13, Shim teaches a wired link between the radiotelephone and the 
display (flexible cable 35; col. 2, lines 47-54). 

Regarding claims 15-16, display 51 inherently converts data received wirelessly via 
antenna 53 for display using its own power source (col. 3, lines 45-58). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Shim in view of 
Hack et al. (US 2003/0144034 Al, hereinafter "Hack"). 

Shim differs from claim 9 in that it does not specify the first communications link as 
being a WiFi link. However, Hack teaches the well known use of a WiFi link as an alternative to 
a mobile communications link (page 3, paragraph 36) such that it would have been obvious to an 
artisan of ordinary skill to use a WiFi link, as taught by Hack, as an alternative to the mobile 
communication link of Shim for accessing the Internet. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-18 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new grounds of rejection. 
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Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicants 
disclosure. Inasaka, Wilcox et al, Miyashita and Kawazoe show other mobile telephones with a 
separate display. 

7. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
